The pope's counter blust ngainst
thoplan of campaign and Lord Randolph
Churthidll's emphatic protest  against  the
pulley of all coercion und no concession must
muke thoe past week memorable in contem-
porary Irish history. Out of sach event im-
portant events will flow. Do not supposoe
that the manifesto from the vatican or one
speech in parlinment beging and ends the
tale, You will not have to wait longer than
Monday to witness some new dovelopments
in both directions, Leading nationalists de-
clare the pope's action will be quietly ignored
and the plan will be pursued with as much
determination and success ns ever, Into this
part of the controversy 1 cannot enter,

On the political side of the Imsh question
some facts are known to me which may be
of interest to the American public, The cry
here fs that Randolph Churchitl has broken
out into revoit on mutiny, Loud and itter
is the resentment exprossed towards him by
the bulk of the tory party. But what has he
done, Simply affirmed in the house of com-
mons the principles and opinions advoecated
just before the election by nine-tenths of the
tory party. Lord Randolph propounds no
new theory, Hoe brings forward no fuvorite

scheme of his own.  He says the
tories  promised a  reformed locnl
government  for  Ireld.  “Yes,” say
Bmith and Balfour, “hut not

until Ireland is loyal to the crown and con-
stitution, was thore ever or will there ever
he o time when Jrelund could pass unchal-
lenged through a test of that kind,” There

© i always disloyalty in Ireland sceording to

English ideas, Until all traces are gone
there shall be no concessions, Such is the
uttitude of the tory party as a whole. Loxd
Randolph is not afraid to denounce it a8 un-

just, shortsighted and  fraught  with
consequeuces menacing o Dreland  and
the unlon — to the future of the
Jtory  praty itself, But it is  said

Churchill has only four or five followers.
True, there may not he more than that num-
ber bold onough to support him opeuly in the
house of commons. Many more there are
who are quite ready to join him when it
ceases to be dangerous to do so. They be-
lieve in him, acknowledge he is right, but are
afraid to faco the frowns of a powerful
ministry, Let public opinion shift as it
will, If a polley of vamitigated coercion
is pursued as the ministry now promise to be
persistent in, and the timid sonls will flock 10
Churchill's standard, Not coercion alone ean
save Ireland or the union, but concessions
warranted by circumstances and gulded by
justice and wisdom,

Sueh is the Churchillite ereed but behold
the most remarkable phenomenon, While a
leader of the tory party proelaims broad and
penerous views, Chamberluin  who professcs
to be a liberal, makes common cause with
the most reactionury section of the tories,
Aunything to beat Gludstono is still Chamber-
lnin's one idea,  Imugine a professed radical
joluing with the party which practically fixes
the Greck kalends as the period for conced-
Ing decent local government to Ireland, It s
difficult to sco where he is steerlug for, un-
less like Goschen ho thinks high honors in
the tory camp are worth far wmore thun

GERMANY IS_JOYOUS,

The Dangeorous Orisla In tho Em-
peror's COase is Over,

LIFE SAVED FOR SOME WEEKS,

But Final Dissolution Is

Other Matters Took a Prominent
Part in It as Well as tho Batten=

Condlition ol the Kalser.

Brruis, April 25, —The end of the woek
sees no unhoped for change in the emperor's
condition and the feeling of reétiof and joy at
the good news cun be plainly read in the
faces of the daily visitors to the Schloss,
There is every renson to believe no further
complications will set in, at least fer some
weeks, now that the dangers of the crisis are
over, The original disense, howoever, s in-
sidious in progressand the final resplt is only
postponed.

The North German Gazette, which usually
takes a pessimist view of the emperor’s case,
says: “At any rate the local disease is unus-
unlly slow in progress. Even now one can
speak nelther of a very materinl extension
of the malady nor of its so much dreaded
spreading to other and especially to vital or-
gans.”  This extract rather reflects the reac-
tion that has taken pince in the German
press since the admitted success of Dr.
Muackenzie's treatment, and the now almost
equally admitted fact that the recent crisis
wis mainly due to De Bergmann's futile at-
tempts to insert the new canula, Dr. Berg-
mann recontly said to Dr. Mackenzie: *‘It
matters little what the feelings of the Ger-
man  people  may  be, but I have
my roputation to preserve, and
I will sign nothing that is econtrary to the
truth,”" The fact that Dr, Bergmann signed
the recent bulletins is therefore of ex-
ceptional importance,

One of the physicians attending the em-
peror expressed his views as follows:  ““Jon-
sldoring the gravity of the emperor's malady,

his  condition is as good as  could be
hoped ; but a fresh  crisis may
come at any moment., Never

the less apart from aceidents, new  develop-
ments are not expected for a month or six
weeks, The strong constitution of the em-
peror may carry him over this, but it is use-
1oss to decetve ourselves and hope too much."

The emperor was nitch encouraged yes-
terday by reading o report of the
case of the Hungarvian schoolmaster
who submitted to tracheatomy in 1551 and is
still in fair health,  As o further sign that
the present danger is past, M. Herbette,
French minister, who has delayed his de-
parture o fortnight In consequence of the
crisls, has arranged to return to Paris Tues-
dity. It s veported also that the grand
Jduchess of Baden talks of leaving Charlotten-
burg.

After her drive to Berlin Wednesday
Queen Vietorin was so pleased with the
nearty reception accorded to hor by the peo-
ple that she immediately telegraphed to
Lord Salisbury a detailed necount of tho
warm welcome she received.  She was all
the more pleasod beenuse {6 had been sug-
gested o her not w0 come tw  Berelin,
ns it was feared she would bo
coolly received by the people, Nothing,
however could induce her to forego her visit
o the emperor's sick bed.

Wednesday's state banguet is the universal
themoe of discussion, Nover since the last
century had such splendor been witnessed in
the Charlottenburg schloss, The queen wis
extremoely gracious  to Prince Dismarck.
OfMcial  orgons  nave  little ' say of
the results ot the Interview beyond
commenting upon the eminent satisfaction
shown by both the queen and chancellor.
Other journals make numerous asscgtions in
regard to the Interview, but they are un-
worthy of attention; 18 also the report that
the emperor appointed the guecn honorary
chief of the Life Guard regiment in mamory
of her visit, Oneof the particular reasons
for holding the review was rather that the
queen expressed a desire to see the reglment
in which Prince Henry of Battenberg wus
formerly ‘a lioutenunt, A correspondent of
the Munich Altgemeine Zeitung says, with
reference to the sttacks upon the queen and
empress:  Here In Alasce-Lorraine we can
almost lay our hands on the mischief this
wild noise has done, and we therefore regard
it with douple pain and indignution,”

The council of ministers meets daily,
Clount Horbert Bismarck asslsting io the de-
liberations. The recent chancellor crisis
arismg from the proposed marripge of
Princess Vietoria add Prince Alexanaer of
Hattenburg was aggravated by the emperor

insisting that the decisions of the coun-
cll, which formerly were submitted
to Emperor Willlam  in  Bismarck's

nume, should now be submwitted in 8 manner
showing by what majority, giviog the numes
of the counsellors anid how they had been ar-
rived at, Prince Bismarck held out for
solidarity, but eventually he acceded to the
cmperor’'s wisih,  Another  sourca of
troublo wis the uppearance  of
o joint wemorial by the kingdoms of Havaris
Suxony, Wuortemberg and Baden, sotting
forth that owing to the delicate state of the
emperor's health and the inexperience of the
erown prince, it s advisable that the su-
preme power of declaring wor. and conclud-
éug peace should be vested In the relchstug,
instead of rewaining with the ewperor, No

reply ns yot has beon sent fo this memorial,

Business transacted on the bourse to-day
woa insignificant,  Stocks were Armly held,
and thoroe was no matedpl change in prices,
The annugl bank reports ara now nearly all
published, Eighty of tho banks were en-
abled to distribute large dividends, thirty
paid the same dividends as the previous
years, and only elghteen declared smaller
dividends than in 1880,

The Kalser's Conthition Makes the Ber-
liner's Unnsually Happy.

Benviy, April 25 —~[Now York Horald
Cable—Spocinl to the Bre]—The plercing
blasts from the Pomerfan marshes compol
Borliners to reluctantly don thelp furs agaih,
but contrary to nll expectations this wintry
relupse has o more ievigorating effect on the
Iaiser. Twico n doy little paper bulletins
giving the latest news from the imperial bad-
side are distributed by handfulls in the eafes
and beerhouses throughont the city, and the
honest, delight with  which men, women
nnd children of all classes reomd better
news of Unser Kaiser is a most touching
sight, Tho emperor hos now safely passod
the artificially eroated erisis, und for the tirst
time since fifteen days his temperature, this
morning was normal, and did not as hitherto
rise in the evening, Enormous bouquets
sent from ull parts of Germany 11l his rooms
and testify to his improved condition, for
heretofore n few  cut  flowers  only
were allowed inthe room. In consequence
of the kalser's improved condition, the French
ambassador availed himsolf of his leave of
abrence and left this evening for Paris,

This ray of hope from the kaiser's bedside
and the oxcellent effect of the queen’s yisit
have made Berlin quite goy again, Even the
choncellor crisis has not entered the benign
plnce, The queen, by her tact and highly
favorabla  personnl  lmpression muade
upon Bismarck, has remgved fora moment ull
friction between the empress and chancellor,
By taecit consent now it ghall not be alluded
to during the emperor’s hietime.
